1.  You  Question  the  Bible’s  Prescription 
for  8in. 

The  Bible  does  prescribe  certain  remedies 
for  certain  human  misfortunes  and  disabili- 
ties of  a moral  and  spiritual  nature.  Are 
these  prescriptions  and  disabilities  of  a mor- 
al and  spiritual  nature.  Are  these  prescrip- 
tions true  or  false  t You  affirm  that  they  are 
false,  and  then  you  try  to  maintain  your 
affirmation  by  springing  various  and  sundry 
questions  relative  to  the  biography  or  morals 
of  the  reputed  authors  of  these  rules  of 
living. 

You  remind  me  of  H.  B.  Sharman  in  his 
little  book,  “The  Teaching  of  Jeaus  About 
the  Future.”  My!  How  the  Chicago  Uni- 
versity man  tries  to  “riddle”  the  Bible!  He 
affirms  that  what  our  Lord  is  reputed  to 
have  said  really  came  from  some  other 
source ; he  declares  the  ordinance  of  baptism 
was  the  invention  of  the  disciples  after  the 
Lord ’s  death ; that  he  did  not  give  the  Great 
Commission;  nor  did  He  say  about  the 
Church  what  He  is  quoted  as  having  said. 
Then  he  turns  upon  the  synoptic  writers 
Matthew,  Mark  and  Luke,  and  reaches  the 
conclusion  that  they  were  abont  as  big  liars 
as  ever  undertook  to  write.  I judge  that 


whether  the  book  was  written  at  all,  or 
whether  it  came  into  existence  some  other 
way.  What  the  navigator  wants  to  know 
is  whether  the  book  tells  the  truth  abont 
the  waters,  the  headlands,  the  reefs,  the 
harbor.  If  so,  then  he  knows  he  can  navi- 
gate these  seas  in  safety. 

And  how  is  he  to  know  whether  the  book 
is  true  or  false  T He  can  only  know  from  a 
sea-going  man  who  haa  tested  the  facta  in 
question.  The  man  who  stays  on  the  land 
can  theorize  and  argue  as  much  as  he  may 
about  the  reputed  author  of  the  book,  but 
it  proves  nothing.  I am  sure  you  see  the 
point  in  the  analogy.  The  Bible  claims  to 
be  just  such  a chart.  Is  it  true  or  false  f To 
answer  different  questions  from  that  which 
is  asked  really  amonnta  to  no  answer  at  all. 
The  only  way  to  know  whether  or  not  the 
Bible’s  prescription  for  sin  is  true  it  to  get 
it  from  professing  Christians.  I know  of 
nothing  else  that  can  be  brought  forward  as 
the  basis  of  a logical  argument.  I wonder 
if  yon  have  ever  known  one  of  the  many 
thousands  who  have  tried  it,  to  come  for- 
ward at  the  last  and  aay,  “I  have  fought  a

Christ's  Property  Rights. 

(By  O.  P.  Gifford,  D.  D.,  in  The  Watchman). 

We  are  told  that  “the  religion  of  a multi- 
tude of  humane  persons  in  the  twentieth 
century  may  be  called  without  inexcusable 
exaggeration  a new  religion.  In  the  new 
religion  there  will  be  no  deification  of  re- 
markable human  beings.  The  Christian  re- 
ligion recognizes  Christ  as  “the  only  be- 
gotten Son  of  God,”  as  God  manifest  in  the 
tlesh.  To  deify  a remarkable  human  being 
is  one  thing,  to  recognize  God  manifest  in 
the  flesh  is  quite  another.  Recognition  of 
Christ  as  the  manifest  God  forbids  the  deifi 
cation  of  man.  Men  cannot  deify  a fellow 
man.  What  begins  in  humanity,  cannot 
end  in  Deity.  But  men  can  recognize  and 
accept  God  in  the  flesh. 

The  attempt  to  state  this  recognition  in 
words  has  loaded  library  shelves  with  tons 
of  books,  the  denial  of  the  Deity  of  Christ 
has  subjected  many  to  suffering  and  perse- 
cution. The  practical  heresy  that  blights 
the  churches  is  not  intellectual,  but  practi- 
cal. Many  who  contend  most  earnestly  for 
the  Deity  of  Christ,  deny  his  property  rights. 

If  He  is  God’s  mediator  in  creation  as  in 
redemption,  if  “all  things  were  made  by 
Him,  without  Ilim  was  not  anything  made 
that  was  made,”  then  He  has  absolute 
right  of  control  over  all  things,  the  cattle 
on  a thousand  hills  are  His.  He  put  the 
silver  and  the  gold,  the  coal  and  the  iron 
in  the  veins  of  the  earth.  It  does  not  be- 
come man’s ‘by  branding,  or  by  mining  and 
minting 

“He  came  unto  His  own  things,  and  His 
own  people  received  Him  not.  To  as  many 
as  received  Him,  to  them  gave  He  power  to 
become  Sons  of  God.”  His  own  people  who 
received  Him  not,,  kept  Him  from  the  things 
they  controlled,  but  the  people  who  received 
Him,  also  keep  Him  from  His  things.

When  a man  hires  an  architect  to  draw 
the  plans  of  a house,  they  belong  to  him 
when  paid  for.  The  owner  pays  a contrac- 
tor to  build  the  raw  material  into  an  ex- 
pression of  the  place.  When  the  housp  is 
completed,  it  belongs  to  the  man  who  paid 
the  architect  and  contractor. 

Christ  owns  the  earth.  lie  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  Christians  as  Savior  and  Lord 
yet  redeemed  men  do  business  for  them- 
selves and  claim  the  house  as  private  prop- 
erty. 

Prosperity  with  a Christian  means  essen- 
tially the  same  that  it  does  with  an  unbe- 
liever.

ed  to  write  the  truth,  then  it  was  miracu- 
lously written.  Either  horn  of  the  dilemma 
gets  the  objector  in  a comer. 

Tbe  Bible  is  here,  and  all  the  testimonv 
the  world  has  that  is  worth  while  says  its 
precepts  are  true.  And  that  means  that  it 
came  from  heaven  in  some  way.  If  you  can 
prove  that  it  did  not  come  by  way  of  the  re- 
puted authors,  then  you  place  yourself  under 
the  necessity  of  snowing  how  else  it  came  to 
exist.  We  claim  that  Moses  and  Paul  and 
all  the  others  were  inspired  to  write  these 
heavenly  sentiments.  Suppose  we  are  wrong! 
Then  all  you  have  proved  is  that  Moses’ 
name  was  not  Moses,  and  that  Paul’s  name 
was  not  Saul  of  Tarsus,  etc.  You  have  not 
touched  the  main  point  at  issue,  namely  .- 
The  truth  of  these  divine  precepts.  Your  ob 
jection  against  the  particular  mode  in  which 
we  claim  that  the  revelation  was  made.  The 
Bible  is  like  all  other  books  in  this  regard : 
Its  authenticity  is  a very  different  thing 
from  its  truth.  I believe  it  came  from  God 
just  as  we  have  it.  I accept  both  its  authen- 
ticity and  its  truth.  You  can't  assail  its 
truth,  because  it  is  above  your  head.  And  if 
you  could  batter  down  its  authenticity,  then 
you  would  find  yourself  confronted  with 
problems  far  more  serious  than  those  which 
confronted  you  at  the  beginuing. 

I have  on  my  table  as  I write  this  letter 
a little  book,  "The  Spirit  of  Christ,"  said 
to  have  been  written  by  one  "Andrew  Mur- 
ray.” Two  reflections  come  to  me:  If  this 
little  book  was  not  written  by  the  great 
South  African  reformer,  then  it  was  written 
by  some  one  else — and  so  we  have  hia  name 
wrong.  The  other  reflection  is  this:  Does 
the  book  tell  the  truth! 

To  answer  this  question  one  must  com- 
pare the  book  with  the  teachings  of  the 
Bible,  upon  which  it  purports  to  comment, 
and  with  the  human  mind  and  heart.  This 
done,  I And  it  to  be  a deep  and  real  exposi- 
tion of  this  very  phase  of  revelation.  Then 
the  little  book  is  true,  whether  Andrew  Mur 
ray  ever  lived  or  not.  His  life,  and  author- 
ship of  the  little  volume  do  not  add  to  its 
truth.  And,  furthermore,  I have  in  my  own 
personal  experience  testimony  far  above  any 
that  history  or  theory  can  furnish,  that  the 
things  written  in  this  little  book  are  true. 
They  have  enlightened  my  mind,  softened 
my  heart,  and  developed  in  me  a spirit  of 
trust  that  has  already  proven  of  incalcula- 
ble benefit  to  me.  Now,  you  and  thousands 
of  others  may  tell  me  that  you  can  prove 
that  no  such  person  as  Andrew  Murray  ever 
lived,  and  even  that  information  will  not  in 
the  least  dim  or  efface  the  light  that  has 


ills  of  life,  and  open  up  te  us  the  portals  of 
heaven.  These  experiences  forever  settle 
with  us  the  questions  of  the  Bible's  truth 
snd  its  revelation.  That  is,  we  know  that

We  clip  from  the  Commercial-Appeal  the 
following : 

An  information  has  been  filed  by  United 
States  District  Attorney  Penland  libeling  a 
carload  of  coco  cola  syrup,  shipped  from 
the  Coco  Cola  Company  at  Atlanta  to  the 
Coco  Cola  Bottling  Works  of  Chattanooga. 
The  grounds  for  the  libel,  as  set  out  in  the 
information,  are  that  coca  cola  contains  caf- 
feine, which  the  information  alleges  is  s 
substance  deleterious  to  health.  The  infor- 
mation further  alleges  that  the  consignment 
libeled  is  misbranded,  in  that  it  does  not 
contain  the  active  principal  of  cocoa  leaves, 
as  the  government  claims  is  indicated  by 
the  brand  on  the  barrels,  and  that  the  caf 
feine  it  contains  is  extracted  from  tea 
leaves  and  not  from  the  cola  nut.  This  ac- 
tion is  taken  under  the  government  pure 
food  law  Samples  of  the  coca  cola  wer? 
taken  from  barrels  in  the  libeled  ear  and 
sent  under  seal  to  the  department  of  agricul 
ture  at  Washington.

Alabama  Letter. 

The  thing  that  is  agitating  all  Alabama 
most  of  all  just  now  is  the  vote  to  be  taken 
November  29  on  the  proposition,  “Shall  we 
forever  rid  our  State  of  the  legalized  sale 
of  liquor  by  writing  it  into  our  constitution 
that  liquor  shall  not  lie  soldi”  It  is  a bitter 
fight;  but  the  amendment  forces  are  going 
to  win.  The  ministers,  the  women,  and  the 
country  people,  not  to  say  anything  about 
the  thousands  of  “true  and  tried”  ones  in 
the  towns  and  cities,  are  up  in  arms — and 
the  “movement”  is  moving  to  a glorious 
success.  Dr.  W.  B.  Crumpton,  the  Baptists’ 
Secretary  of  State  Missions,  is  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  movement.  He  is  president  of 
the  Alabama  Anti-Saloon  league  Brooks 
Lawrence,  another  minister,  is  general  su- 
perintendent of  the  State  Anti-8aloon 
League.  Of  course,  he,  too  is  at  the  front. 
Then  the  State  is  filled  with  enthusiastic 
pastors  from  nearly  all  the  denominations 
who  are  “shelling  the  woods”  from  the  un- 
derbrush to  the  tall  timbers.  Hence,  on  the 
lips  of  every  man  of  the  opposition  one  hears 
theexpression,  “the  political  parson.”
